The School Board herewith submit to you their annual 
report. 

Districr No. 

The first and second terms in this ae iet were taught by 
Miss Olive A. Dodge. Miss Dodge succeeded well with the 
first term. The second term was not as successful, but we 
do not think it wholly the fault of the teacher. Miss May 
KE. Burpee taught the third term. Miss Burpee is a fine 
teacher and at once interested her pupils in their studies. 

Districr No. 4. 

The summer tern was taught bv Miss Ina B. Simpson. 
We were much pleased with ‘the school on our first visit, 
but the last of the term did not prove quite as satisfactory 
asits commencement. Miss Flora M. Arnold taught the 
fall term. Miss Arnold is one of our best teachers. She 
seemed to understand her business, and dared to maintain 
her right in the midst of opposition. 

Drsrrror No.) 5: 

Miss Jennie M. Muzzey, teacher. This was Miss Mazzey’s. 

first term of teaching. She gave good satisfaction. 


We have been fo:tunate in having good teachers the past. 
year and can say our schools have been good. 

There iston much of disposition on the partof parents and 
scholars to criticize the te sacher, always watching for the 
faults, but seldom seeking for the yood qualities. 

Parents should visit our schools often. They would then 
be better able to judge of what the teachers have to contend 
with, and better able to ae them. We shall have better 
schools when the parents take more interest in them. 

One of the advantages of our town system over the old 
district plan, liesin the e equality of schooling to be secured. 
to the scholars in all parts of our town. We have tried to. 
come nearer that equality the past year than has been done 
heretofore. 

We need more money so that we can have at least twenty~ 
two weeks of school, during the year, thro’ the town.
